WASHINGTON, Aug . 22 i« » )—The 
N ational Labor Relations B<mrd to­ 
nig ht announced a set of “fast and 
fa ir” rules for settling jurisdictional 
disputes between unions and h and­ 
ling other cases under the T aft- 
H artley Act. 'The em phasis is on 
speed. 
The new law went fully into ef­ 
fect today. 60 days after its enact­ 
m ent, and unions and etnployers 
plowed furth er into a period of new 
and confusing problems. 
The Labor D epartm ent reported 
about 125,000 workers were involved 
in 200 strikes yesterday before the 
law became effective. 
Officials said there was a last- 
m inute rush to settle disputes be­ 
fore the m idnig ht deadline on the 
T aft-H artley Act, which re.strlcts 
unions in w hat they can do and 
w hat sort of contracts they can g et 
from employers. 
Several settlem ents were reached 
literally only a few m inutes before 
m idnig ht, and, in a few cases, rep­ 
resentatives of labor and m anag e­ 
m ent used the leg islative m aneuver 
of “stopping th e clock” until ag ree­ 
m ents were reached.

Churchill do es no t belo ng to that co mpany ’. He 
b^liev e.^ m free enterprise and Ls no t afraid to say .so .

Like ev ery trua 
behev er in free enterprise he wo uld ro o t o ut *‘re- 
aijlctiv e practices o f all kinds,” whether in g o v ern- 
mer.t o r industry . Deno uncing fo rms o f industrial 
co nscriptio n no w’ pro po sed by the Labo r cabinet.

APPKTITE IN CHILDREN 


Y CHILD won’t eal." is a 
common complaint. The 
mother is not particular­ 
ly concerned when the 
siiuaiion follows a cold or other 
acute malady since she know’s th at 
alter the youngster is up and about 
he will again enjoy his meals. Now 
and then, however, a mild infection 
lingers, keeping the little one some- 
wiiat under par. li appetite does 
not return when it should, a search 
must be made for minor colonies of 
bacteria. F’ood allergies cannot be 
overlooked. Many lifelong reactions 
to certain foods date back to child­ 
hood. Occasionally local disorders 
in the mouth such as uny ulcers or 
caviucs m the teeth will be to 
biame. A promment cause oi ano­ 
rexia

hygiene 
including 
eating between meals, lack of exer­ 
cise, too much excuement, and ir­ 
regular hours. 


Nature is kind to children in not 
giving them too great sense of 
responsibiUty before they are old 
enough to assume it. But some­ 
times parents induce anxiety by 
forcing the boy or girl to excel In 
everything. This tends to dampen 
appetite. Many are subjected 
to 
considerable mental strain by carry­ 
ing a heavy schedule of activities. 
Betw een school work, outside classes 
in music, dramatics, dancing, and 
swimming every minute is taken 
and there is little time left for ord­ 
inary play. 
But even in the liouseholds where 
cxunmcHi 
.sense 
is 
exercised, 
the 
“won’t-eat” cluid is often a prob­ 
lem. If no physical reason can be 
found, 
investigation 
of 
psychic 
causes is indicated. In most in­ 
stances It is the parents who need 
reeducation. Mother is too solicitous 
about her offspring’s welfare and 
since it is only hum an to rebel 
against authority, the tot does Just 
that. In the old days of large 
families, eating was on a competi­ 
tive basis and the youngster learn­ 
ed that if he did not move fast, he 
was out of luck. Now, the only chick 
knows that he will be coaxed, ca- 
joled and conciliated. He is the cen­ 
ter of attention and even scolding 
and punishment means th at he has 
the spotlight. 
Sometimes, after a convalescent 
diet, the child is actually fearful of 
eating normally. Others are both­ 
ered by the constant admonition— 
hurry! Still others are made un­ 
happy by a discussion of their mis­ 
deeds at the table. An Important 
psychological factor is the attitude 
o f the parenU. Children identify 
themselves with loved ones and if 
mom or dad speaks disparagingly of 
a « Mtain diah, >mior wt!l faHow 
SMii. 


Dawdling is another annoying be­ 
havior problem. Selling and Ferraro 
believe th at one reason for the prac­ 
tice IS some kind of shortcoming or 
failure m the home situation. It 
may be lack of parental affection 
or a goal a i the end of the meaL 
The habit is most c« nm on between 
the ages of 4 and 6 and tusually, 
after the child gets to kindergarten 
or school, appetite and attitude im­ 
prove as he becomes more active 
physically and mentally. In some 
cases, too much food is se» 'ved. 
Others become so absored in the 
conversation and laughter of the 
grownups th at eating becomes a 
prosaic chore.

New Book By General Montgomery Is Mass Of Omissions And Half Truths; 


He Glosses Over Own Errors For Self-Glorification

WASHINGTON. Aug. 22 — The 
Washington Merry-Go-Round this 
week awards its brass ring—in re­ 
verse. 
Recipient of the Bob-tailed decor­ 
ation is Field Marshal Bernard L». 
Montgomery. Occasion: The distri­ 
bution in the U. S. by the British 
Information Service of Montgom­ 
ery’s amazing post-operational re­ 
port of the war In the ETO. 
Bl aring the quaint title of “Dis­ 
patch.” the report is an astound­ 
ing conccxition of misstatements of 
fact, half truths, innuendos, omis- 
■ioiifl, and self-glorification. 


That Mo ntco mery 
ahowld co tn- 
po M this kind o f a document 
'm 
not remarkable. On the basiN 
o f past perfomiance» , the report 
is wholly in character. W hat '» 
remarkable is th at the Bntish 
government 
should 
not 
only 
permit 
the report to see the 
Kfht o f day, but to distribute 
it in this country at this time. 
Its publication Ls a blunder as 
offensive and 
provocative 
as 
M on tg om e r y ’s extraordinary 
opu-s. 


It is traditional that high-level 
p<xst-operational 
reports 
are 
not 
noted for complete candor. 
Fie- 
quently, they are more illuminating 
in what Uiey omit and gloss over 
than in what they actually relate. 
The reports of Generals Mar^hall 
and Eisenhower, published last year, 
displayed marked .symptoms of this 
occupational disease. Hanson Bald­ 
win, veteran m ilitaii' analyst of the 
New York Times, sharply criticized 
the Eisenhower 
report 
on 
this 
score. 
Baldwin 
particularly rwii- 
euled 
Eusenhower’s 
bland 
claim 
th at everything in the EPO had 
gone “according to plan.” 
But. while tainted with coasid- 
erable 
mumbo-jumbo 
lily-gilding, 
the Mar.sliall and Ei.senhower re­ 
ports were dignified and restrained. 
They were meticulously accurate on 
the details that were covered, all 
participants were studiously given 
full recognition, and the pen>endi- 
cular pnmoun was used sparingly 
and mode.stly. As far a.s the re­ 
ports went, they were gentlemanly 
and soldierly. 
Mr. Fix-It 


Montgomery’s report is inac­ 
curate. vainglorious, petty, and 
mischievous. 


On the very first page is an ex­ 
traordinary misstatement of fact. 
Montgomery declares “Headquarters 
Twelfth U. S. Army Group were 
formed in London. . . .” th at is 
not so. Headquarters TwelfUi U.S. 
Army Group did not come into ex- 
Lstence until ju.st before the jump- 
off of the Third U.S. Army's epic 
break-out of the Cotentin through 
the Avranches corridor. Tlie U. S. 
Army group headquarters set up 
in London wsis the First (FUSAG>. 
Months later, when this headquar­ 
ters became operational under Gen­ 
eral Omar Bradley, it was secretly 
redesignated the Twelfth for de­ 
ception purposes. 
Immediately on the heels of this 
misstatem ent of fact, Montgomery, 
on the next page, makes an even 
more extraordinary pronouncement. 
He lays claim to sole and complete 
authoriship of the as.sault plan of 
Operation Overlord. “My plan,” he 
says flatly and unequivocally. 
The ba.sic outline of this plan was 
agreed upon 
before 
Montgomery 
reached London in January, 19 44. 
And a number of senior command­ 
ers participated in working out the 
details of the plan. A large part 
of the first chapter of Eisenhower’s 
reixirt con.sists of a detailed ac­ 
count of the evolution of this plan. 
Eisenhower makes it cry.stal-clear 
th at the report was the result of 
many lengthy conferences, in which 
Montgomery was only one of a 
num lxr of participant.s, and that 
changes were 
frequent and 
far- 
reaching. 
Eisenhower 
repeatedly 
uses the expre.s.sion "our decisions.” 
as it was only decent and honorable 
for him to do under the circum- 
stance.s 
In striking contrast, Montgomery 
nt)t only lays categoric claim to 
full authoriship of the plan, but. 
in keeping with his self-proclaimed 
proprietorship, makes only 
three 
fleeting references to Eisenhower 


in the first forty-four pages (one- 
half) of the “Despatch.” And only 
one of them is by name. In the 
other instances. Eisenhower is re­ 
ferred to merely as the “supreme 
commander.” 
Pa-ssing The Buck 
Tliere is another very significant, 
and characteristic, aspect to the 
references to Eisenhower in Mont­ 
gomery’s report.

marked attention is on page 45 
in an italiciaed precede summ ar- 
iz.mg the operations beginning with 
September 1, 19 44. This was the 
beginning of the tragic period of 
tlie war in the ETO. 
Tlie period 
th at started with the order, a t 
Montgomery’s vehement insistence, 
halting Patton on the Mozell, when 
his Third Army had in front of it 
only a decimated and disorganized 
enemy and an unmanned Siegfried 
Line barring the way to the Rhine. 
Nazi 
Germany 
could 
have 
been conquered before winter if 
Patton’s blasting tankers and 
slashing doughboys 
had 
not 
been sat down so that Mont­ 
gomery could launch his costly 
and abortive offensive in the 
North. This ill-conceived and 
bungled campaign was a defeat 
surpassed only by the Ardenn« *s 
disîister. 
And It was this i» er- 
iod, also, that witnesseil the 
bloody Ilurtgen Forest battle, 
the period that culminated fin­ 
ally in the Ardennes disaster. 
It is of more than passing note, 
therefore, that Montgomery should 
.single out the “supreme command­ 
er ” for special mention in this par­ 
ticular portion of the "Despatch, ’ 
« •specially in view of the m anner 
111 which the reference is made. 
Says Montgomery, “In September 
the supreme commander assumed 
command and direction of the army 
groups himself. . . .” this will be 
very intere.sting news to BJisenhowr- 
rr. According to his report, he was 
in per.sonal command of all army 
groups from the jump-off of the 
invasion. 


Amazing Omissions 


There is much more of this .sort 
of thing in the “Despatch.” But 
the most amazing feature of the 
report is its omissions and half 
truths. The report is filled with 
them from start to finish. The 
follow’ing are a few of the more 
outstanding: 
Not one mention of the heroic 
role played by the Maquis in the 
liU ralion of 
FYance and not a 
single word about the 11 B’rench 
divisions th at fought so gallantly 
on the Southem flank of the West­ 
ern front. 


The ridiculous state« nent th at 
“The battle of Normandy 
wa rn 
fought exactly as plamied be­ 
fore the invasion.” The real 
facts are th at Montgomery suf­ 
fered a crushing defeat at Caen, 
losing the bulk *of his armor 
when he attempted to drive 
head-on through the densely 
hedge-rowed “bocage” that was 
heavily fortified with massed 
German artillery. 


Tlie amazing omission of a« iy 
mention of the immortal Battle of 
Bastogne, where Third Army para­ 
troopers and tankers 
broke 
the 
back of Hitler’s counter-offensive. 


The omission of any word 
ab<» ut 
the destruction of an 
entire German army group by 
I’hird and Seventh IJ. S. Annies 
in eight days in the Palantin- 
ate; a victory that broke the 
back of German resistance on 
the Rhine and shortened the 
war by many months. 


There was plenty of glory in the 
war in.th e BTO to cover all par­ 
ticipants with acclaim and decora­ 
tions from head to foot. Why Field 
Marshal Montgomery considen*d it 
neces.sary to be niggardly in his 
official report is something only 
he can explain. But that kind of 
“tidying up" doe.s not foster good 
will and 
understanding.

Day For U. S. Workingmen

WASHTNGTON. Aug. 22—Today 
IS emancipation day for the Amer­ 
ican workingman. 
Today a law 
into eilt'Ct 
which .says Uie 
worker cannot bt* pushed around

'Tlie 
worker can 
now 
join or refrain 
fnnii joining a union and get pro­ 
tection from the law oi the land. 
’Hie Taft-Hartley Act. however, 
reaifirms all the rights tliat w'ork- 
ers had under the Wagner law and 
ajds many rights besides. 
Thus, if there Ls a picket line 
and a man or woman wants to go 
inside a factor>’ to work, he or she 
ran d o .so. 
If anyone interferes, 
the ixT.son coerced can obtain le­ 
gal redress first through the Na- 
tical Labor Relations Board and 
then by damage suits in the courts. 
Likewise, a union which engages 
pickets to do acts which are in 
violation of the law can be held 
responsible by d.amage .suits and by 
injunction obtained by tlie labor 
board. 
No longer can unions u.se “eoon 
squads" or “strong arm ’’ methods 
either to enforce 
their 
will 
or 
to intimidate people into joining 
a union. 
The worker is free to de­ 
cide as he wishes. T hat specifi­ 
cally is stated in the law. 
If a worker is a member of a 
“clased shop” or “union shop.” he 
may have to remain a member of 
the union during the term of the 
contract but no worker, w’hether 
a m« *mber of the union or not, is 
comiiellcd to engage in picketing if 
he does not care to do so. He has 
a legal right to refrain from union 
activities and cannot be dismissed 
from a union for refusal to do that 
which Ls unlawful. 


Need Not Be Reinstated 
The worker as an Individual can 
quit hLs job at any time. 
Tlie 
union cannot bring about hLs re­ 
employment if he has quit in dis­ 
regard of union orders. 
If he 
qult.s 
in 
accordance 
with 
union 
orders and the union itself has fail­ 
ed to give the proper notice of an 
intention to .strike, the worker need 
not be reinstated bv the employer. 
If the union orders him to engage 
in an unlawful strike, he can sue 
the union. 
Thus the right to strike by con­ 
certed action i.s protected so long 
as proper notices are given but the 
right to persuade others to quit 
in a concerted movement Ls not 
protected if the proiier notices have 
not been given in advance.

it what is m eant by Uie prohibition 
again.st “w’ildcat strikes”

stoppages be conducted in an orderly

Stipulation In British Contract 


Loan Dropped; Is Unworkable ^

Secretary of the Treasury Snyder, 
after three days of conference at 
'Washington with British officials, 
announced th at we are releasing 
Britain from a detail of the con­ 
tract by which she borrowed 8 3-4 
billion dollars from us. 
Merely to state what we have 
done is to enter an extremely com­ 
plex field, currencies and inter­ 
national exchange. To put it as 
simply as is practicable, Britain 
need no longer pay out any of the 
dollars we loaned her to nations 
which have pounds and w’ant dol­ 
lars in exchange for them. 
Because the obligation on Brit­ 
ain to do this was a part (though 
only a part) of her Impending eco­ 
nomic cri.sLs, and becaiLse crisis in 
Britain would with practical cer­ 
tainty mean crisis for us and the 
world, 
there was w'ithin 
official 
W ashington during the negotiations 
now ended a spirit of teasion and 
anxiety. The tension is now ea.sed, 
but only for the moment. 
W hat we have done is, in words 
iLsed by Under Secretary of State 
Robi'rt A. Lovett, a “temporary ex­ 
pedient.” It is not only temporary 
but also partial. The obligation of 
Britain to pay out dollars in ex­ 
change ior pounds was only a part, 
a comparatively small part, of her 
iiniM'iiding crisis as a whole. 
Will FrolKiWy Give B’urther Aid 


We will probably give Britain 
further financial aid. perhaps in 
the form of a loan from our gov­ 
ernm ent - ow’ned 
ICxport - Import 
Bank. But th at would be only a 
m atter of one or two hundred mil- 
lian dollars, not much more than 
a drop in the bucket of Britain’s 
need. Almost certainly there will 
shortly be proposals th at we make 
a new loan to Britain, of an amount 
such as can only be made by act 
of Congress. And again it is necess­ 
ary to b<'ar in mind the scope of 
Britain’s crisis. BXon a large loan to 
Britain, while it would certainly 
help materially, could not be count­ 
ed on with any aljsohite certainty 
a.s an over-all cure for Britain s 
crisis. That crisis has several caii.se.s. 
.some with deep reaching root. Be­ 
sides. the crisis of Britain, becnii.se 
of the immense place .she has in 
international trade. Is Inter-related 
with the danger of worldwide crisis 
and collapse, to the averting of 
wliich we have pledged ourselves 
through the Marshall plan and the 
Trum an doctrine. 
Looking upon our ea.sing this 
week of the burden of our loan to 
Britain, by releasing her from the 
obligation to exchange dollars for

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People Of Britain Are 
Now Paying The Fiddler 


Now that the British government is using the 
new wartime powers which Parliament granted it, 
the people of the country are in the unhappy state 
of getting precisely the opposite of what they thought 
^ if they thought at ail—they voted for. They put 
the Labor Party in power because it promised them 
freedom, social reforms, shorter hours and more pay. 
Today they are living in a dictatorship with even 
their normal liberties curtailed. 
They have been sentenced to work harder and 
for no greater return. 
Instead of having more amuse­ 
ments open to them, theirs is literally a life of 
austerity. Instead of having more to eat, they have 
less 
All this has happened before in the world’s history 
and probably will happen again. The men and 
women who plotted and suffered to turn Russia into 
a communist state did it in order that they might 
lose what they called their chains. Today they are 
Infinitely more securely shackled than they were in 
the old days. 
A new? government, which they imagined could 
be democratic, became and remains as rigid and cruel 
an autocracy as has ever been known. 
Its citizens 
have no right to independence of thought or action. 
Socialism as practiced by the British Labor govern­ 
ment has not yet gone to the length of communism. 
But at the moment the people living in either system 
are undergoing approximately identical experiences. 
But as this picture unfolds before the people of 
Great Britain, Winston Churchill, who stood up to 
Hitler alone during 18 months of war, is now stand­ 
ing up for his Conservative principles in his postwar 
Socialistic nation. 
Many Conservative spokesmen in Britain have 
joined the “me. too” school—like certain Republican 
presidential candidates in the United States in recent 
years. They realize that the Labor Party was swept 
Into power two years ago with big majority. They 
have noted the consistent Labor victories in by­ 
elections. Therefore, they have trimmed their politi­ 
cal sails to the Socialist wind. Today they propose 
doing much the same tilings as the Attlee cabinet, 
only they would “do them better.” 
Churchill does not belong to that company. He 
believes in free enterprise and is not afraid to say so. 
He thinks the Laborite experiments in nationalizing 
basic industries have been a failure, and that the 
failure has. Inevitably, pushed the government toward 
more rigid controls over individual workers and em­ 
ployers. His speech from his home the other day 
was a vigorous statement of principle. 
“I am Mire.” said Churchill, “that it Is only by 
personal effort, free enterprise and Ingenuity—with 
all its rishs of failures, unequal prises and rewards— 
that anything Idee 47,000,000 people ean keep them­ 
selves alive hi this small island.” 
Attlee has been attacking capital. Churchill would 
attack monopoly in all Its forms. Like every true 
believer hi free enterprise he would root out •‘re­ 
strictive practices of all kinds,” whether in govern­ 
ment or industry. Denouncing forms of industrial 
conscription now proposed by the Labor cabinet, 
Churchill asks, “Wasn’t this the very kind of thing 
we fought against in the war?” 
The retort of Laborites is that Churchill himself 
headed the war government which imposed drastic 
restrictions upon British labor and industry. 
But 
Churchill led a coalition cabinet, a government which 
represented ail parties. The measures he put into 
effect were emergency measures of the kind that 
every nation, everywhere, would resort to when 
threatened by alien conquest and the loss of its 
freedom and national independence. 
Churchill was trying to save his country from a 
disastrous invasion. He was not conducting a class 
war at home or seeking to transform the nation’s 
economy under the excuse of national emergency. 


Time For Inventory 
Of School Teachers 
The good old golden rule days are a few days 
distant, but the present moment is not too early for 
those entrusted with the education of children to 
take inventory of their equipment for their all- 
important task. 
Recently Paul A. Witty, director of the psycho- 
educational clinic of Northwestern University, con­ 
ducted a survey to ascertain “w hats the matter with 
teacher?” In doing so he went to the persons most 
likely to speak with authority on the subject—the 
children themselves. 
Here are some of the faults 
some of the children found in some of the teachers ? 
HI temper, intolerance, unfairness, favoritism, 
lack of interest in the individual pupil, making un­ 
reasonable demands, gloominess, unfriendliness, sar­ 
casm. Inconsistency, instability, impatience, inflexi­ 
bility, talking excessively, talking down to the child, 
being overbearing, conceit and lack of a sense of 
humor. 
It is bad enough to encounter any of these faults 
In a person in any other walk of life, but it is tragic 
when they are found in teachers because of the 
Incalculable harm they inflict on the child in his 
most impressionable years. 
Hence, it would not be out of order for teacher 
to Uke inventory now and carefully scan the list of 
faults with a view to avoiding one and all on return­ 
ing to the classroom.

"M 


Y CHILD won t eat." is a 
common complaint. The 
m other is not particular­ 
ly concerned when til® 
situation follows a cold or other 
acute malady since she knows th at 
alter the youngster is up and about 
he will again enjoy his meals. Now 
and then, however, a mild infection 
lingers, keeping the little one some­ 
w hat under par. If appetite does 
not return when it should, a search 
m ust be made for minor colonies of 
bacteria. Food allergies cannot be 
overlooked. Many lifelong reactions 
to certain foods date back to child­ 
hood. Occasionally local disorders 
in the m outh such as tiny ulcers or 
cavities in the teeth will be to 
blame. A prominent cause of ano­ 
rexia 
is 
poor 
hygiene 
including 
eating between meals, lack of exer­ 
cise, too much excitement, and ir­ 
regular hours. 


Nature is kind to children in not 
giving 
them too great sense of 
responsibility before they are old 
enough to assume it. But some­ 
times parents induce anxiety 
by 
forcing the boy or girl to excel in 
everything. This tends to dampen 
appetite. Many are subjected 
to 
considerable m ental strain by carry ­ 
ing a heavy schedule of activities. 
Between school work, outside classes 
in music, dram atics, dancing, and 
swimming every m inute is taken 
and there is little time left for ord­ 
inary play. 
But even in the households where 
common 
sense 
is exercised, 
the 
“won’t-e a t” child is often a prob­ 
lem. If no physical reason can be 
found, 
investigation 
of 
psychic 
causes is indicated. In most in­ 
stances it is the parents who need 
reeducation. M other is too solicitous 
about her offspring's welfare and 
since it is only hum an to rebel 
against authority, the tot does Just 
th at. In the old days of Urge 
families, eating was on a competi­ 
tive basis and the youngster learn­ 
ed th at if he did not move fast, he 
was out of luck. Now, the only chick 
knows th at he will be coaxed, ca­ 
joled and conciliated. He is the cen­ 
ter of attention and even scolding 
and punishm ent m eans th at he has 
the spotlight. 
Sometimes, after a convalescent 
diet, the child is actually fearful of 
eating normally. Others are both* 
ered by the constant adm onition^, 
hurry! Still others are made un­ 
happy by a discussion of their mis­ 
deeds at the table. An im portant 
psychological factor is the attitude 
of the parents. Children identify 
themselves with loved ones and lf 
mom or dad speaks *4t*p***ff4rgly of

havior problem. Selling and Ferraro 
believe that one reason for the prac­ 
tice is some kind af shortcoming or 
failure in the home situation.

New Book By General Montgomery Is Mass Of Omissions And Half Truths; 


He Glosses Over Own Errors For Self-Glorification 


Says ROBERT S. ALLEN

W ashington M erry-Go-Round this 
week awards its brass ring—in re­ 
verse. 
Recipient of the Bob-tailed decor­ 
ation is Field M arshal Bernard U 
Montgomery. Occasion: The distri­ 
bution in the U. S. by the British 
Inform ation Service of Montgom­ 
ery’s amazing post-operational re­ 
port of the war in the ETO. 
Bearing the quaint title of “Dis­ 
patch.” the report is an astound­ 
ing concoction of m isstatem ents of 
fact. half truths, innuendos, omis- 
afcme, bm! self-glorification.

I t is traditional th at high-level 
post-operational 
reports 
are 
not 
noted for complete candor. 
Fre­ 
quently. they are more illuminating 
in what they om it and gloss over 
than in what they actually relate. 
The reports of Generals M arshall 
and Eisenhower, published last year, 
displayed marked symptoms of this 
occupational disease. Hanson Bald­ 
win, veteran m ilitary analyst of the 
New York Times, sharply criticized 
the Eisenhower 
report 
on 
this 
score. 
Baldwin 
particularly 
ridi­ 
culed 
Eisenhower's 
bland 
claim 
th at everything in the ETO had 
gone “according to plan ” 
But. while tainted with consid­ 
erable 
rn urn bo-jumbo 
lily-gildmg, 
the M arshall and Eisenhower re­ 
ports were dignified and restrained. 
They were meticulously accurate on 
the details th at were covered, all 
participants were studiously given 
full recognition, and the perpendi­ 
cular pronoun was used sparingly 
and modestly. As far as the re­ 
ports went, they were gentlemanly 
and soldierly. 
Mr. Ftx-lt 


Montgomery's report is inar- 
enrate. vainglorious, petty, and 
mischievous. 


On the very first page is an ex­ 
traordinary m isstatem ent of fact. 
Montgomery declares “Headquarters 
Tw elfth U. S. Army Group were 
formed in London. . . .” th at is 
not so. Headquarters Twelfth U S . 
Army Group did not come into ex­ 
istence until just before the jum p­ 
off of the Third U.S. Army’s et>ic 
break-out of the Cotentin through 
the Avranches corridor. The U. S. 
Army group headquarters set up 
in London was the First (FUSAGi. 
M onths later, when this headquar­ 
ters became operational under G en­ 
eral Om ar Bradley, it was secretly 
redesignated the Twelfth for de­ 
ception purposes. 
Immediately on the heels of this 
m isstatem ent of fact. Montgomery, 
on the next page, makes an even 
more extraordinary pronouncement. 
He lays claim to sole and complete 
au th o rsh ip of the assault plan of 
Operation Overlord. “My plan.” he 
says flatly and unequivocally. 
The basic outline of this plan was 
agreed upon 
before 
Montgomery 
reached London in January. 1944. 
And a number of senior comm and­ 
ers participated in working out the 
details of the plan. A large part 
of the first chapter of Eisenhower s 
report consists of a detailed ac­ 
count of the evolution of this plan. 
Eisenhower makes it crystal-clear 
th at the report was the result of 
many lengthy conferences, in which 
Montgomery was only one of 
a 
number of participants, and th at 
changes were 
frequent and 
far­ 
reaching. 
Eisenhower 
repeatedly 
uses the expression “our decisions.” 
as it was only decent and honorably 
for him to do under the circum ­ 
stances. 
In striking contrast, Montgomery 
not only lays categoric claim to 
full authoriship of the plan, but. 
In keeping with his self-proclaimed 
proprietorship, 
makes only 
three 
fleeting references to Eisenhower 


in the first forty-four pages (one- 
half) of the “Despatch." And only 
one of them is by name. In the 
other instances. Eisenhower is re­ 
ferred to merely as the “supreme 
commander.” 
Passing The Bock 
There is another very significant, 
and characteristic, aspect to the 
references to Eisenhower in M ont­ 
gomery's report. 
H ie first 
time 
the 
“supreme 
com m ander” 
is 
singled 
out 
lur 
marked attention is on page 45 
in an italicised precede sum m ar­ 
izing the operations beginning with 
Septem ber I, 1944. This was the 
beginning of the tragic period of 
the war in the ETO. 
H ie period 
th a t started with the order, a t 
Montgomery’s vehement insistence, 
halting Patton on the Mozell. when 
his Third Army had in front of it 
only a decimated and disorganized 
enemy and an unm anned Siegfried 
Line barring the way to the Rhine. 
Nail 
Germany 
coaid 
have 
been conquered before winter if 
Patton's busting tankers and 
slashing doughboys 
had 
not 
been sat down so that Mont­ 
gomery could launch his costly 
and abortive offensive in the 
North. This ill-conceived and 
bungled campaign was a defeat 
surpassed only by the Ardennes 
disaster. 
And it was this per­ 
iod. aho. that witnessed the 
bloody llurtgen Forest battle, 
the period that culminated fin­ 
ally In the Ardennes disaster. 
It is of more than passing note, 
therefore, th at Montgomery should 
single out the “supreme command­ 
er" for special mention in this par­ 
ticular portion of the “Despatch.” 
especially in view of the m anner 
in which the reference is made. 
Says Montgomery. “In September 
the supreme commander assumed 
command and direction of the army 
groups himself. . . .” this will be 
very interesting news to Eisenhow­ 
er. According to his report, he was 
in personal command of all army 
groups from the jump-off of the 
invasion. 


Amazing Omissions 


There is much more of this sort 
of thing in the “Despatch." But 
the most amazing feature of the 
report is its omissions and half 
truths. The report is filled with 
them 
from start to finish. The 
following are a few of the more 
outstanding: 
Not one mention of the heroic 
role played by the Maquis in the 
liberation of 
France and not a 
single word about the l l French 
divisions th at fought so gallantly 
on the Southern funk of the West­ 
ern front. 


The rkhculota* statement that 
“The battle of Normandy was 
fought exactly as punned be­ 
fore the invasion.” The real 
facts are that Montgomery suf­ 
fered a crushing defeat at Carn, 
losing Die bolk ’of his armor 
when he attempted to drive 
head-on through the densely 
hedge-rowed “bocage” that was 
heavily fortified with massed 
German artillery. 


H ie amazing omission of 
any 
mention of the immortal Battle of 
Bastogne, where Third Army para­ 
troopers and 
tankers 
broke 
the 
back of H itler’s counter-offensive. 


The omission of any word 
about 
the destruction of an 
entire German army group by 
Third and Seventh U. S. Armies 
in eight days in the P a la tin ­ 
ate; a victory that broke the 
back of German resistance on 
the Rhine and shortened the 
war by many months. 


There was plenty of glory in the 
war i n .the OTO to cover all par­ 
ticipants with acclaim and decora­ 
tions from head to foot. Why Field 
M arshal Montgomery considered it 
necessary to be niggardly in his 
official report is something only 
he can explain. But that kind of 
“tidying up” does not foster good 
will and 
understanding.

Yesterday Was Emancipation 


Day For U. S. Workingmen 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 22-Today 
is emancipation day for the Amer­ 
ican workingman. 
Today a law 
goes into effect 
which 
says 
the 
worker cannot be pushed around 
by 
employers 
or 
unions. 
H ie 
worker can 
now 
join or refrain 
from Joining a union and get pro­ 
tection from the law of the land. 
H ie Taft-H artley Act 
however, 
reaffirms all the rights th at work­ 
ers had under tin* W agner law and 
a.ids many rights besides. 
Thus, if there is a picket line 
and a man or woman wants to go 
inside a factory’ to work, he or she 
can do so. 
If anyone interferes, 
the person coerced can obtain le­ 
gal redress first through the Na­ 
tl cal Labor Relations Board and 
then by damage suits in the courts. 
Likewise, a union which engages 
pickets to do acts which are in 
violation of the law can be held 
responsible by damage suits and by 
injunction obtained by the labor 
board. 
No longer can unions use “goon 
squads” or “strong arm" methods 
either 
to enforce 
their 
will 
or 
to intim idate people into joining 
a union. 
The worker is free to de­ 
cide as he wishes. T hat specifi­ 
cally is stated in the law. 
If a worker is a member of a 
“clased shop” or “union shop." he 
may have to rem ain a member of 
the union during the term of the 
contract but no worker, whether 
a member of the union or not. is 
com I ie I led to engage in picketing if 
he does not care to do so. He has 
a legal right to refrain from union 
activities and cannot be dismissed 
from a union for refusal to do that 
which is unlawful. 


Need Not Be Reinstated 


The worker as an individual can 
quit hts Job at any time 
H ie 
union cannot bring about his re­ 
employment if he has quit in dis­ 
regard of union orders. 
lf he 
quite 
In 
accordance 
with 
union 
orders and the union itself has fail­ 
ed to give the proper notice of an 
intention to strike, the worker need 
not be reinstated bv the employer. 
If Hie union orders him to engage 
in an unlawful strike, he can sue 
the union. 
Thus the right to strike by con­ 
certed action is protected so long 
as proper notices are given but the 
right to persuade ot liers to quit 
In a concerted movement is not 
protected if the proper notices have 
not been given in advance 
This 
it what is m eant by’ tile prohibition 
against “wildcat strikes " 
H ie law merely insists th at work 
stoppages be conducted in an orderly 
m anner—somewhat as was the case 


under the Smith-Connally law 
a 
wartime 
when 
certain 
prescribed 
steps had to be complied with be­ 
fore a strike could occur. 
H ie worker has obtained 
im portant 
legal 
right 
He 
<Mff 
insist on a financial statement by 
his muon. 
Unless the union sup­ 
plies this to members each veer it

Labor 
Relations 
Board. 
Some unions which do not want 
to tell their members what they 
are doing with the workers’ money 
are talking of “avoiding" the Na-

One th at ta expected 
to be damaging may in fact runt 
out to be beneficient, and of course 
vice versa. Not even the most ex­ 
pert economists or fiscal authorities 
can foresee. 
This is perhaps the most de­ 
pendable deduction th at can

week. The fa liability off the most 
expert and the best-tatentioned is 
vividly proved by what is now tak­ 
ing place. 
The existing loan to Britain was 
arranged, somewhat over a veal 
ago. by representatives of Britain 
and the United States who Included 
fiscal experts of the highest stand­ 
ing. They spent weeks upon the 
contract, devoted their h ig h e s ^ ^ - 
telligence to it. Into it they 
a stipulation about exchange of 
dollars into pounds, thinking of 
course that it would be practicable 
and useful. It is this stipiLatioa 
which today is found to be un­ 
workable and dangerous and necess­ 
ary to change.
